The “Cheat-Beater” is also capable 
of giving reasonable predictions, such 
as having 200 Utrechtites qualify in 
the National Merit exam and 158 
students scoring 801 on the college 
boards. 

The calculator has the capacity of 
giving approximately 3,000 different 
combinations for each mathematical 
problem. It has been suggested that 
the math team, in order to better its 
status, take twenty problems given at 
a math meet, and, working under the 
assumption that variations of these 
problems would be given at the next 
meet, proceed to feed these into the 
calculator. They could then take the 
sixty thousand results, and proceed 
to memorize the answers.
